We know it’s been said many times before, but severe penal- 
ties must be imposed on competitors who blatantly ignore 
marshals’ warning flags before and at the scene of an acci- 
dent ; such action is the only suitable remedy. 

Formula Ford drivers have been the major culprits of such 
action in the past, and again their behaviour at Thruxton last 
Sunday needed to be sternly dealt with. The trouble came 
in a Formula Ford heat where a car had crashed into a 
marshals’ post trapping the injured driver; the car was not 
in any way blocking the circuit thus the race went 
its full distance, but the sterling work of the rescue units 
was hampered by the total disregard for their safety by other 
competitors. The scene of the accident was on a straight, 
and competitors were 1, not slowing from the point of the 
first warning flag, and 2, overtaking and continuing their 
slipstreaming battles past the scene of the accident; two even 
managed to spin before the green flag all-clear signal was 
given at the next marshals’ post. 

Such action is deplorable and the imposition of £30 fines 
‘on just two of the many culprits is just not severe enough 
if such dangerous antics are to be stopped. Naturally the mar- 
shals assisting in the rescue do not have time to take the 
numbers of the offending competitors, but such a task should 
not be beyond the duties of the observers manning the mar- 
shals' posts. On receiving notification at Race Controls which 
competitors have ignored warning flag signals, the offenders 
should be immediately disqualified from the race and the 
stewards should then suspend the driver's licence for one 
month. It certainly is within the powers of the regulations— 
General Competition rule 171 states “ the stewards of the 
meeting may impose a sentence of national suspension for a 
period of not exceeding 30 days after the date of the meeting 
concerned, in respect of an offence of reckless driving.” More 
use of this rule should be applied to competitors who indulge 
in such dangerous antics and believe that they can get away 
with it 


Tragedy 


It is with very great regret that we report the death of Peter 
Revson in South Africa last week. Grand Prix racing has 
lost one of its top drivers and personalities. For the UOP- 
Shadow team it is an almighty blow coming at a time when, 
through Revson’s ability, they looked to be on the verge of 
success in Fl 

The circumstances of the accident are in no way clear and 
comment at this time would be inappropriate. However sin- 
cere praise should be given to Graham Hill, Emerson Fitti- 
paldi and Eddie Keizan, for their efforts in trying to help save 
Revson. 

Once again the British national press saw fit to drag up 
tasteless pictures and express the whole incident in a deplor- 
able and insincere manner. One of those papers in particul 
purports to be a supporter of motor racing, but does more 
to discredit it at times like this.

warning of just what the proposed 
Silhouette formula. for Manufac- 
turers’ Championship racing 
could lead to, 

Their more or less standard 
Carrera engines reduced to less 
than 2.2 litres so as to fall, with 
multiplication by the FIA's factor 
of 14, within the three litre G5 
limit, the Martini machines were 
Biving as much as 525 DIN horse 
power and were allegedly capable 
of 205 mph. Relatively unsophis- 
tieated 911-based suspensions and 
bodywork, ax well as some detail 
power train problems, held them 
back to a lap time some 25 s 
off the pace of the quickest 12 
cylinder Alfa. It was however 
Interesting to see the V6 Ligier 
Maseratl with much less power 
but much more advanced suspen- 
sion—itself just as much of a 
“funny car” but emphasising 
different things—staying with the 


faster Porsche on the circuit. The 
‘obvious inference is that an. all- 
out Silhouhette Carrera (or 
perhaps a 9142) with a mere 
plastic bodyshell draped over a 
Spaceframe, all-wishbone chassis, 
could very nearly match the per 
formance of the “real” G5 Alfas, 
Matras and Gulfs. Certainly the 
turbo Carreras at Le Mans last 
week already matched the G5 
Tuel consumption ! 


Whether Porsche would want 
to go that far is of course an- 
other question. They say they 
fare more interested in just deve- 
loping the 911 to its limit than 
embarking on a wider programme 
of seeing off Matras—which 
‘would be vastly expensive, With 
the turbo Carrera’ fettled into 
reliability in its present form, 
they stand every chance of pick: 
ing up several victories on that 
ground alone—just as they did 
last year. And, perhaps, if they 
don’t go too far just yet, they 
won't ‘kill the chances of the 
Sithouette formula actually being 
adopted! 


It would obviously take a firm 
with the resources and talent of 
Porsche to develop such cars as 
Martini brought to Le Mans, but 
as most of the work draws on 


Val Shaeffer’s breakthroughs in 
the Can-Am programme the turbo 
Carreras probably don’t represent 
iant expense. Many of the flat- 
6 cngine’s components are stan- 
dard items, including the crank- 
case and cylinder heads, and the 
crankshaft itself is identical to 
that used in the discontinued 2- 
litre 914/6. Even the material of 
the pistons is the same as the 
production cars, although the 
piston itself is different to give a 
Compression ratio of 6.5:1. With 
the blower pop-off valve set to 
rive a boost of 1.5 or 1.6 atmos- 
pheres—same as the CanAm 
engines—the small unit gives 475 
bhp at 7600 10 7800 rpm. This is 
without the incorporation of an 
air-to-air Intercooler which sup- 
posedly gives another 50 bhp on 
top of that. 


The main problem area at the 
moment, says Schaeffer, is the 
heat produced in all this, and he 
has had trouble with valve guides 
(the valves themselves are 
straight cut of the 917), The 
drivers add that the present 
throttle Ing, which is in excess of 
ene half second, makes the car 
difficult to drive. Muller had been 
given a feel of a full scale 917/30 
just before coming to Le Mans, 
and he found that much easier to 
handle. With the big engine there 
‘was still something like 500 bhp 
available with no boost pressure 
built up. The 2.15 Carrera engine, 
however, has a relatively meagre 
180 or so in that state, and in a 


corner like Mulsanne “you go 
about 50 meters after you put 
your foot down before the engine 
really comes strong.” 

The original CanAm engines 
had an array of spring-loaded 
inlet valves atop the log mani- 
folds which, under conditions of 
no boost pressure, would open to 
let the engine breathe air directly 
from the atmosphere. Later deve- 
lopments (still a tightly kept 
secret) permitted their elimina- 
tion, but with this background 
there is every likelihood that the 
Porsche engine men will eventual- 
ly get over the current lag in 
the Carrera, They have to—the 
firm intends to offer such an 
engine to the general public one 
day 

As for the racing versions, the 
sky Is quite obviously not the 
limit. “Silhouette regulations 
would not limit the engine size, 
So the prospect arises of some- 
how cramming one of the soon- 
to-be absolute 8.4-litre flat-12s in. 
(impossible? Have you ever seen 
a drag racing Funny Car?) Then, 
perhaps, In the fullness of tims 
the 917 might reach its ultimate 
potential. One day in the test cell

power. 


He specialised in BMC engines 
and developed the units which the 
works entered in competitions. It 
Is not. generally realised how 
much Daniel contributed to BMC 
engine development and some of 
the power units still used by 
British Leyland are the better for 
his magic touch. Very muc a 


back room boy, he was content 
to. remain almost anonymous 
when his engines were gaining 

In his leisure ours, 


‘and above all he wi 
companion. 

It Is splendid news that Bunty, 
his wife, has decided to continue 
with Downton Engineering, under 
the technical direction of Ray 
‘Shepherd, who was Daniel's right- 
hand man for many years. Engine 
tuning and development will con- 
tinue and much work has been 
‘going on in the field of modifica- 
tions for fuel economy. Thus, the 
brilliant ideas and techniques, 
which Daniel Richmond had 
developed over a long period, will 
not be lost to the motoring world.

PETER REVSON 


— America’s most versatile 


Last Friday the shocking news 
‘came from Kyalami that Peter 
Revson had crashed head-on into 
f@ steel guardrail during unofficial 
practice with his UOP-Shadow 
Valiant efforts by track officials 
and fellow drivers proved to be 
in vain, for Revson had died on 
impact, before even the car was 
enveloped in flames. 

In the plethora of publicity 
which followed, many facts were 
overlooked. However, motor 
Facing has lost one of its most 
Versatile talents, whose person- 
ality. and ability will be sorely 
missed not only in the United 
States (where Revson enjoyed a 
well-deserved reputation as one 
of the country's leading sports. 
men) but particularly by Don 
Nichols and his rapidly-blossom- 
ing UOP-Shadow Formula 1 team. 

Born in New York on February 
27, 1999, Peter Jeffrey Revson 
was the son of one of the foun- 
ders of the Revlon cosmetic 
‘empire, But his father pulled out 
of the company in 1958, with the 
result that press references to “the 
racing Revion heir” were ci 


culated to annoy Revson more 
than anything until the recent 
publicity centering around an 


entirely. different subject. 

‘Well born, expensively educated 
and good looking, Revson need 
never have turned (o motor racing 
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a career. He had embarked on 
path which might have led him 
to Madison Avenue's lush adver- 
tising jungle when—in 1960—he 
raced his Morgan sports car at 


Kahuku Point’ in Hawall, His 
mother, watching the race, was 
not the only observer to mark 


him down as an apparently fear. 
Tess driver, for he wasn't allowed 
to race again in Hawaii 

ck on the mainland, he 
couldn’: stay away from racing. 
He bought various Formula Junior 
cars for SCCA events, acquired a 
non-racing partner (Teddy Mayer, 
an old classmate from Cornell 
University) and even won a few 
events. He came to Europe with 
an F3 Cooper in 1963 and decided 
to take a stab at Formula 1 in 
1964. Driving his own Lotus 24, 
it was a fairly miserable effort 
more than six years were to pass 
before he was Invited to race a 
Formula 1 car again.

He first drove at Indianapolis 
in 1969 and made contacts with 
Roger Penske with a TransAm 
Javelin in 1970, Already sensing 
his college chum's versatility 


Teddy Mayer engaged him as a 
works McLaren driver for 1971, 
when he won the CanAm title 


from team mate Denny Hulme 
He also put his Gulf McLaren 
M16 on pole position at 


Indianapolis “and attracted the 
eye of Ken Tyrrell, whose third 
Fl car was driven by Revson at 
Watkins Glen that year. 

But McLaren Racing signed 
him for a full time Fl return in 
the 1972 Yardley squad. For two 
years, Revson improved measure- 
ably ‘to put himself among the 
top half-dozen GP drivers and 
cock @ snoot at those who said 
no little rich boy could ever fight 
hard enough to win tough pro: 
fessional races. As an ambassador 
for his sport and his sponsors, 
Revson was incomparable. Girls 
went weak at the knees, but— 
more importantly—his lucidity 
attracted press coverage which 

cing has seldom enjoyed before. 
‘On the track, Revson was an 
uncompromisingly hard tactician,

‘Yet despite this triumph (and 
the subsequent victory at 
Mosport), Revson sensed that he 


might not fit in with McLaren's 
revised” sponsorship plans for 
1974. He started negotiating with 


Don Nichols of Shadow, although 
half-expecting to suffer from the 
same difficulties which had 
aMicted Folimer and Oliver, But 
he was delighted with the DNI 
model and enthralled with its 
1974 successor, the DN3, which 
he described as “better than the 
McLaren M23." In spite of 
teething troubles in the year's 
early races, Revson and his team 
were full of confidence for 1974 

"We expect to win at least 
two Grands Prix," he was quoted 
as saying. 

Peter Revson brought credit to 
himself and to his sport where 
ever he went. Unhappily, the 
circumstances of his death’ have 
focused unwelcome attention on 
racing, and AvrosroRT sympa- 
thises with the Shadow team in 
its difficult appraisal of this 
dreadful accident. Our sympathies 


Ro also to the Revson family and 
the many thousands of people 
who identified themselves with 


this gifted sportsman.

Stuck's time came right 
‘at the last lap. of practice, and unofficially 
broke the existing F2 lap’ record of 1m 
29,5 s set by Derek Bell's FVA-powered BT130 
when he won the last F2 race held here in 
1970, 

Up until Stuck’s last lap effort, it had 
been Depailler who was quickest with 1m 
26.7 s in his Eif-backed black and white car, 
EM having changed from their attractive and 
familiar turquoise colour to black and white, 
“"Because it looks much better in photographs 
and on television.” The reason Depailler was 

jost_a full second slower than ‘Stuck was 
a genuine one. “I am having to brake much 
earlier because my right leg Is still not com. 
pletely better after my accident. T just cannot 
press it as hard as Hans’.” This was backed 
Up by the March mechanics who were on 
their third change of brake master cylinder 
trying to sort out one which would take a 
bit of the load off the Frenchman's leg, As 
‘well as the side radiators and new bodywork, 
the latest Marches have the same front end 
as the Formula 1 car with the same size 
brakes. 

A very welcome upset to the BMW domina. 
tion came from the talented Swede Bertil 
Roos, who, thanks to American Chevron agent 
Fred Opert, was running the latest Chevron 
B27 powered by a 2-litre Brian Hart Ford 
BDA. Roos put the only Chevron at the race 
on the second row of the grid with a splendid 
1m 275 5, 

It_was the semi-works March BMW 742 
of Jacques Coulon which took fourth fastest 
time of the day with a 1 m 27.8 5, his car 
Hike the two works cars sharing the latest 
experimental modifications which include a 
slightly longer nose section than the produc 
tion March 742s. 

Besides the March chassis domination the 
Elf team are making a big effort this year 
with four factory-run Elf 2s, their main hope 
lying with Jean-Pierre Jabouille who is the 
number one driver. His car was a new 
one and like the other, modified from last 
year’s chassis, was considerably altered. The 
track front and rear has been reduced by 
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8 oms, bigger F1 Lockheed brakes added and 
features new rear uprights and suspension pick 
points. All the cars are powered by Schnitzer- 
built BMW engines, * because we could not get 
factory engines after the problems between 
BMW and. Alpine Renault’ at the Austrian 
Alpine Rally,” said Jabouille. He was pleased 
‘with the Schnitzer arrangement anyhow, for 
he was using Schnitzer's experimental mo:or 
with three plugs per cylinder. “This is purely 
fan experimental unit to see if it is worth 
developing, because it will be too expensive 
and complicated to sell as a customer unit 
with ‘the three electric systems necessary 
Said Schnitzer, The power Increase is oniy 
about 4 bhp, “but it is much more reliable 
because of the triple ignition system.” All 
the Schnitzer engines are sold with a mini- 
mum of 280 bhp according to Schnitzer and 
the Jabouille unit’ was somewhere around 
286 bhp. Another feature of this engine was 
‘an alloy flywheel, “to improve acceleration.” 
"We have made new stronger steel connect- 
ing rods after our failures of last year, and 
a total of 40 modifications have been made 
to our engines over the winter,” Schnitzer 
added 

Jabouilie set _a best time of 1 m 27.9 s 
bur complained that his Firestone tyres 
Were not geting hot enough to work properly 
and the car felt very unstable around. the 
faster corners, the same complaint being 
made by the’ other Elf/Firestone runners 
The two works Marches were running the 
latest Goodyear FI compounds

Serblin and Giancarlo Martini, acquitted 
themselves well with a 1 m 28.7's and 1m 
29.2 respectively, both of them running 
thelr new March 742s for the first time. 


Serblin’s practice was delayed for half an 
hour while a broken rear wing support had 
to be re-welded, while neither of them had 
hhad the time 0 sort out the right gearing. 
‘Andy Sutcliffe was making a welcome 
return to Formula 2, this time more per- 
manently, he hopes, driving the Brian Lewis 
Racing ex-Jean-Plerre Jarier March 732 BMW. 
‘The car, backed by a private sponsor and 
run by Lewis, looked very nicely turned out 
and should son be modified up to the latest 


1974 specification. Sutcliffe was also having 
trouble with his tyres and complained of 
bad handling after one tyre had worn rather 
strangely; for the race he went onto Good- 
year, having set a 1 m 29.3 § on his Fire 

‘The three remaining Elf 2s of new French 
F2 graduates Michel Leclere, Alain Serpagg! 
and” Patrick Tambay were all very close 
together filling the nex: three places on the 
grid with 1 m 295 5, 29.9 5 and 30.1 5 res- 
Pectively Bill Gubelmann was back again on 
the F2 scene with his last year's March 732, 
which was now also under the management 
of Brian Lewis. Gubelmann set a 1 m 302 s 

New F2 man from Japan was F3 graduate 
Masami Kuwashima who, under the manag: 
ment of Roy Kennedy, was all set up for a 
full season of F2 with a brand new March 
742-BMW. It was Kuwashima who laid the 
oll after the oll cooler pipe fell off. and so 
hhe had to have a new engine for Saturday's 
practice. He set a respectable 1 _m 308 s 
although he was hardly able to use fifth gear 
which was much too high. Other than ge:ting 
Used to the extra power the Japanese was 
right at home with his new car and seemed 
£0 be enjoying himself very much. 

Also running under the Trivelatto banner 
was Italian F3 graduate Paulo Bozzetto in yet 
another new March 742, which he took round 
in 1m 31.3 s, Team Pierre Rober: returned 
to Formula 2. this year with one car for 
Reine Wisell, his last year's car with con: 
siderable modifications. "We have stiffened 
up the chassis, pur on bigger brakes and 
bolted In a BMW engine, so now with four 
wheels there Is no reason why it should not 
Ro as well as the rest,” said Wisell. His best 
fime was only 1 m 33.3 s however, the engine 
not pulling as many revs as it should accord. 
ing to Wisell 

“Jacques Laffite was also in engine trouble 
with his new BP-backed March 742 which 
stopped with a damaged engine after just 6 
laos. A crimped oil line starved the engine 
which soon ran its bearings. Laffite managed 
to set a 1 m 33.8 8 before this happened. 
Spaniard Euginio Baturone was the proud 
owner of the ex-works Brabham » BT40, 
powered by a Wood BDA engine. It was

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smartly turned out in its Tergal-sponsored 
colours, and he set a 1 m 34.1 3 despite the 
lack of first gear around the hairpin. 

‘German Roland Binder complained of brake 
trouble to account for his disappointing time 
of 1 m 343 s in his March BMW 732 while 
the new March BMW 742 of Jo Vonlanthen 
was also disappointing. Vonlanthen com: 
plained of the car darting around as he put 
on power and so team manager Die:er Basche 
got in the car to see what was the problem 
Mystified he came back with the same prob- 
tem, and it was Robin Herd wha poinced out 
that the_car was fitted with odd-sized rear 
wheels! The Swiss driver's luck did not im- 
prove the following day for in unofficial prac- 
fice before the race he spun and severely 
damaged the front left hand corner making, 
him a. non-starter. 

Last on the grid was Belgian Claude 
Bourgoignie who did not arrive with his 
brand new Hari-powered GRI 274 until the 
second day's practice, He had just two hours 
to sort out the car and learn the circuit, £0 
his time of 1 m 366 8 was no: as bad as 
seemed. Most of the unofficial session went 
without incident after Vonlanthen's accident 
the only other drama being when Sutcliffe's 
car blew a head gasket and the team per- 
formed a lightning engine change in order 
to get the car on the rid

Race day was warm and sunny, and by the 
time the 19 cars lined up on the grid ready 
for the start it was 40 m after the scheduled 
midday start 

When the flag eventually dropped it was 
Depailler who made the best start while 
Jabouille also made a flyer and was ahead 
of ‘Serblin as they went over the hill that 
leads to the hairpin. Stuck and Sutcliffe were 
next while Martini held up the middle fleld 
fat the hairpin when he locked up his brakes 
find stalled the engine, 

Soon after the start it was Depailler, 
Jabouille, Serblin and Stuck that broke awa 
from the rest with Serblin making a brave 
effort of hanging on before Stuck took third 
place on lap two. Jabouille had started the 
Face on a new front left tyre, but despite the 
fact, “I was frightening myself with so much 
understeer through the fast corners," he held 
fon to Depailler for four laps until Stuck went 
ahead on lap five. Stuck stuck like glue to 
his team-mate's exhaust pipe just waiting for 
his chance to head, these two rapidly 
pulling out from Jaboullle who was in turn 
Seeing Serblin getting smaller and smaller in 
his_mirrors. 

‘The battle for the lead was exciting enough, 
but behind Serblin there was a real ding-dong 
between Sutcliffe, Martini, Coulon, Leclere, 
Serpaggi and Kuwashima. ‘Roos made a ter 
rible start and was back in Lith place at the 
‘end of the first lap, but moving back to eighth 
by the end of the fifth lap. Lap six saw 
Laffite in trouble when he

| problem that was to affect several other 
cars before the end of the race. Laffite's luck 
ran out for good four laps after his first stop 
when an oll pipe parted and he stopped with 
his March smoking heavily. 

By lap 10 of the 54-lap race the field was 
already starting to get very spread out, and 
when Depailler came up to lap a backmarker 
he was carved up. He had to brake hard to 
avoid serious contact and Stuck took his 
chance and slipped ahead. Stuck might have 
been ahead, but he certainly was not clear, 
for Depailler stayed right with him: and for 
Inp after lap these two circulated nose-to-tail 
setting a pace that left the rest of the field 
farther and farther behind. 

‘Jabouille picked up some waste paper in 
the front of his Elf and so when he could see 
there was no way he was going to catch the 
leaders he eased up slightly and kept a close 
eye on his water with his pit, signals 
telling how far behind Serblin was. That gap 
was also big enough for him not to worry and 
So the Frenchman settled down to a lonely 
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Porter & Haylett (Motor Yachts) Ltd. 
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These craft are offered for sale with or without engines 
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home completion. 
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Serblin was also unchallenged from behind, 
but unable to do anything about the gap in 
front, Sutcliffe seemed all set to hang on to 
his fifth spot with Leclere disposing of Coulon 
early on and trying hard to get ahead of 
Sutcliffe. Coulon’s race came to an early end 
when he spun going into the hairpin shortly 
before half distance, the nose section coming 
Toose at the same time and so he retired 

Wisell’s GRD was still down on power and 
the Swede was not having a very good time 
Of things. First the rear-wing side plate came 
adrift and he had to make a stop to remove 
it completely, then he made another stop to 
check out a’ severe vibration after a wheel 
balance weight came off. The final straw came 
shortly before the end when he was attacked 
from the rear by Serblin as he went around 
the hairpin. Serblin tried to go through a gap 
which was not there, and he hit Wisell's car 
in the side sending the GRD up in the air and 
almost upside down as it landed. Serblin went 
by on the inside and then had the nerve 
to show Reine two fingers as he drove off. 
Fortunately he found Wisell after the race and 
apologised before Reine found him. 

‘As the race drew on it was building up to 
fan exciting finish with Stuck and Depailler 
not giving an inch in their battle for the 
Tead, Depailler got ahead again for five laps 
when Stuck had the same trouble with a back 
marker. On lap 39 Sutcliffe was brought into 
the pits by his pit crew who were. waving 
an “in” sign and a hammer at him for they 
could see @ great plece of paper in front of 
the radiator, while Sutcliffe was unaware 
because the’ water temperature gauge had 
broken during his morning boil-up. He re 
Joined the race in sixth place, just as Leclere 
was going ahead for fifth place, both of these 
care joining in among the battle for the 
Tend, Sutcliffe saw Stuck in his mirrors and 
et him ahead, but then thought Depailler was 
Leclere whom he had passed to lap after re 
joining the race. 

Sutcliffe did a good job of keeping Depailler 
behind him and. Stuck must have’ been 
delighted as he opened up a 6 5 gap 
‘over Depailler. Eventually Depailler got by. 
but with only six Japs to go he did not have 
much chance to do anything about Stuck’s 
Tead, He tried, however, and when the flag 
came out he was only’ 4.9 = behind, both 
Arivers getting equal, and well-deserved, 
applause from the appreciative crowd, 

Jaboullle ‘cruised home third, some 56 s 
behind Depailler, while Serblin was a further 
17's behind, the only other driver to remain 
untapped. 

Sutcliffe finished a well-earned fifth having 
opened out another 10's gap on Leclere, while 
the orange. Everest-sponsored March, of 
Martini, was well behind but still on 53 laps 
in seventh place, having passed Roos earlier 
on; Roos complaining of very bad understeer 
‘after changing nose sections shortly before 
the race. The Swede took eighth place, a 
further iap behind the winning car, with 
Kuwashima a very tired ninth, having slowed 
considerably with no brakes ‘after they had 
overheated. 

‘Tambay and Serpaggi both finished on 5 
laps, both exhausted after racing round the 
tiring Montjuich circuit, which proved too 
much for Gubelmann, who was forced to retire 
ine laps from the end feeling very sick. The 
Tast classified runner in 15th place was Batu- 
rone who drove a very slow race in his Brab- 
ham which lost its nose shortly before the

ENTRY AND PRACTICE 


‘The fuel crisis and later the economic gloom 
in Germany served us at one stage with the 
possibility of little or nothing in Group 2 
this season. Things are still far from rosy with 
‘expenses on the up, sponsors pulled out and 
the works restricting their efforts. On the 
other hand this could lead to more privateers 
having a go and being competitive and evenly 
matched. Monza has always suffered from 
the gulf between the works and slow private 
fillers in and to some degree from teams not 
being quite ready. Until recently, both Alpina 
and Schnitzer had little idea of what they. 
would be doing. As Burkard Bovenseipen put 
it. “Things looked very bad, but then people 
started coming for parts the business picked 
up and here we are.” And indeed there they 
were—three fabulously prepared coupés, 
though only one was actually from Buchloe 
for Harald Ertl/Rikki von Opel whilst. the 
other two were just being tended, having been 
bought by thelr drivers. 


The Ertl CSL was virtually identical to 
Silverstone, except for a spruce up, a little 
more paintwork and the German national 


colours on the front air dam. A hack 3.3-litre 
engine used for Friday's practice was replaced 
for the full 3.5 race mill for Saturday. When 
Harald claimed pole in 1 m 44.9 s, nearly a 
second quicker that Brun’s Schnitzer coupé. 
Von Opel was just 1.5 8 slower in his first 
saloon ride whilst Thomas Belzler tried the 
car, impressing enough to get a ride on race 
@ay, all being well. The engine front remained 
the same as last year except that Dr Indra 
had modified the pistons to give better oll 
consumption; “they were thirsty enough to 
Grink 2 litres in two hours at some circuits,” 
explained Indra. “The 24-valve motor should 
appear later in the year whilst the piston 
mods have improved the torque range a little.” 
The only drama befell Von Opel, who had his 
helmet disappear from the pits, which sums 
up the over keen Italian race fans! 

‘The ex-BMW Concessionaires car has now 
gone to Swiss hands for newcomer Peter Arm 
and Cox Kocher. Modified with the same pis: 
tons, Arm was seventh fastest, slightly quicker 
than his team mate. This time he bettered in 
the race, so for a guy who has only done 
Swiss national races up to 2 litres, he could 
be someone to watch.

Goodyear of course do not contest 
the ETC as they are not interested in tyre 
sales business in the same way as Pir 
Keller was brought in from driving the 
2002 after Vittorio Brambilla was called up by 
March for the South African GP. The trans- 
porter had problems en route arriving tate on 
Friday and on Saturday the BMW's differential 
casing cracked. A new motor was also fitted 
after final practice, once again a 3.5-litre lump, 
though their 24-valve should appear later 
too. Schnitzer were also looking after the 
private coupé Brun drove last year which is 
now handled by Peter Mattli/Urs Zondler, the 
latter famous for his Camaro exploits in 
Switzerland. He put the car on the fifth row, 
10th fastest in 1 m 52.4 9. 

‘There remained then three ex-works CSLs 
which slotted in third, fourth and fifth fastest 
Martino Finotto, the wealthy Italian phar- 
maceutical gentleman had acquired the last 
CSL built, which was raced at Kyalami by 
Stuck/Amon, its only race. As ever, that 
genial, multi-lingual unlucky driver, Manfred 
Mohr ‘was giving it a whirl—to the tune of 
I'm 46.1 s. Manfred must be one of the most 
underrated drivers. in Europe though his 
experience is far reaching. With a good car 
now and a decent back up driver he could 
surprise a few later for the car was very un- 
sorted to the extent of still having its familiar 
works paint job. His practice was curtailed as 
the truck was late arriving on both days and 
the BMW's engine blew on Friday 

‘Alain Peltier had acquired the Stuck/Amon 
car and with sponsorship from Gitanes had 
Jean-Louis Lafosse co-driving. Hughes de 
Flerlandt will also share the car this year 
when Lafosse is not available. After arriving 
however, the Italians declined to accept the 
actual "Cigarettes de France” writing so the 
Gitanes lady appeared alone on the bonnet 
on Saturday. Again this car was virtually 
identical to last year, the only trouble being 
with the rear suspension when the wheels 
started to flex. The diff was also too low so 
this was changed for Saturday when Peltier 
stormed round in 1 m 46.7 s, 1.5 s quicker 
than Lafosse. The remaining ex-works coupe 
has found a home at Rudiger Faltz of Essen

The big 
crunch was the enforced cai jon of the 
traditional December 26 meeting, following 
which Alan Marr, co-director with Cosgrave, 
wanted out; and Mondello's future looked 
anything but cheerful following an offer for 
the 75 acre complex to be used for non-racing. 
development, Within a fortnight of the March 
17 opener, Cosgrave finally announced that 
Marr's share had been bought out by racing 
man Bosco O'Brien and the green light happily 
came on to virtually save Irish motor racing 
from what would effectively have been a 
death blow. 

‘The arrival of O'Brien on the Mondello 
scene should prove a real injection as he is 
certainly not lacking in enthusiasm and racing 
background knowledge. Both Cosgrave and 
‘O'Brien have a lot of work to do to revitalise 
the Mondello scene, improve spectator ameni- 
ties and lay on crowd-drawing promotions. 
This is not criticism, it’s fact, and we look 
forward to hearing of new plans and a new 
deal with race promoting clubs to put Mon. 
dello more firmly on the racing map.

can't. After my various problems in practice 
T'was motoring along in eighth spot with a 
grandstand view of all the things Regazzoni 
Gerrari), Mike Hallwood (Yardley-McLaren), 
land Revson (UOP-Shadow) were doing to each 
Other when my vizor started to mist and it 
fall went murky.

the car but that would have meant 
flagging disqualification so they found another 
battery, the engine lit up, and off I went 
again. I made a cotiple more stops to try 
to get the vizor organised so that I could 
see out of it, and by that time all 1 was 
doing was Goodyear testing in the rain. 

It’s an established fact that bears don't 
much like racing In rain, but now I'm starting 
to get more confidence in this wet weather 
busi iainly due to the way the Good- 
years have improved. 1. mi 
full credit, not just because 1 
driver—T'm sure all the Firestone driv 
wished to God they were on Goodyears 
Well. It's the exact reverse of what it was 
three years ago when Firestone: absolutely 
murdered Goodyears at Zandvoort and other 
places in the rain, but now we can do the 
same to them. It's quite staggering how much 
power you can put on a wet road now — 
full throttle in second gear and you get hardly 
‘any wheelspin. We're only 10s slower in the 
‘wet round a track like Brands than we are in 

dry and that’s some testimonial to tyres. 
It's also progress in a way that can bave a 
direct rub-off for the ordinary motorist. 

But back to Brands Hatch. I must admit 
I haven't been super happy with my Texaco- 
Marlboro McLaren even though 1 won the 
Argentine GP, and our cars won the three 
formula 1 races in South America. However, 
we went to Goodwood for a couple of days 
land showed signs of being at least competi- 
tive, #0 1 was starting to feel more confident 
and Wwe decided to leave the Goodwood 
Settings on for Brands Hatch. It was interest- 
ing to compare Goodwood times with Jody 
Scheckter in the Tyrrell and Ronnie Peterson 
In the new Lotus who were also testing there. 
How quick Jody was trying is debatable be- 
cause Ken was there; how quick Ronnie was 
trying we all know, because Ronnie tries all 
the time.

didn’t know when it was going to stop grip- 
ping and fling itself of the track into the 
Shrubbery. There was also the fact that the 
third round in the World Championship was 
just a couple of weeks away and a bent car 
or a bent bear would be no use to anyone. 

It was dry for the second 
Dut the car felt altogether different from 
its Goodwood run and we eventually decided 
to copy suspension settings from Emerson's 
car on to mine.

There was unhappiness among. the 
other teams about the location of the rear 
wing on this car but nothing came of It and 
the serutineer was content. The Dempster 
Developments car was plagued by overheating 
which some March-recommended scoops failed 
to ectify. “If i overheats on a day lik 
this, what's it going to be like in Italy? 
mused Wilds whose low position on the grid 
was also partly explicable by some wrongly 
fitted tyres. The car still uses an ex-McKechnie 
1973 spec Alan Smith engine with carburettors 
but more power is on the way. Sharing the 
sixth row with the March was Steve Thomp- 
son in Alan Brodies Chevron 824 which has 
lost its Servis sponsorship because of the 
three-day week. The addition of deformable 
sections has been the only winter modification 
apart from a polish and the team continue 
to rely on Race Engine Services for engines. 
The trouble at Brands had been no more 
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than @ flooded engine which started again 
when mechanics went to it after the race 
but ‘Steve's practice was brought to a halt 
this time by the oil pump belt throwing itself 
off 

Although she is not at all happy in the 
wet, Lella Lombardi by no means disgraced 
herself in the second ShellSport Lola T330. 
Aumbered 208 although it is not the ex-Tom 
Belso but the ex-Gijs van Lennep chassis. 
powered by a 1973 Smith engine. Sharing 
the seventh row with the Italian was Ulster 
man Damien Magee in Monkey Brown's ex 
Regazzoni Lola T330 with its long stroke 
engine in this week, rebuilt by the team 
‘members themselves. Magee explained that 
the car had been set up atrociously at Brands 
but he was prevented from doing any better 
‘at Mallory When a core plug between the 
engine and gearbox blew out. Fortunately 
he stopped before any damage was done and 
Ke was repaired for the race. Clive Santo 
has taken over No 69 this year, his 1973 
Lola T330 running ‘close to but outside the 
SheliSport/Luxembourg team now and looking 
@ little secondhand. It was propelled by = 
Smith Chevrolet. 

‘The second entry from lan Ward Racin 
the other of course being Keith Holland's 
Trojan, was the McLaren of Allan Kayes 
which has changed shape but not colour In 
the process of acquiring deformable structures 
Kayes, too, was using a Smith engine. Trevor 
Twaltes was out for the first time with the 
ex-Colin Hyams Lola T330 which he will be 
sharing once again with Brendan Mclnerney 
Now sponsored by Merlot International Avia- 
tion, the car looked very smart in its white 
and’ red colour scheme but was still rather 
slow with a tired Bolthof engine which 
‘enacked a rocker cover to complicate matters 
further, The grid was completed by Patrick 
Sumner’s ex-McKechnie Trojan T101 which 
Is hardly its former immaculate self any more 
and. antique dealer Nick Wattlez’s ex-Guy 
Edwards Lola T330 which is now looked 
after by Malcolm Malone who, in the early 
Gays of F5000, tended the Lolas of Mike 
Hallwood, The former Mini driver was not 
surprisingly out of his depth but will hope- 
fully speed up in time. Both these back markers 
Used Alan Smith engines. The grid lined up 
as follows: 


Or rather, The first one was very 
short and was stopped by the red flag at the 
end of the first lap. The 5000s were due to 
face last on the programme by which time 
the track was dry but it was still very cold. 
‘Three warming up laps were granted during 
which Kayes contrived to charge a marker 
board ec the hairpin, damaging the front of 
his car and causing a hold up while the debris 
was cleared away. During this time the rest 
Of the cars sat on the grid with the benefits 
of the warming up laps rapidly dwindling. 
However, no further laps were given and there 
was no dummy grid or rolling start, just 
the normal grid start. Gethin lined up directly 
behind Redman instead of to one side, pre- 
sumably hoping to follow the Lola through 
any gap it might find on the way to Gerards. 
When the flag fell the cars left the grid 
itself reasonably cleanly but by the time they 
were passing the pits Redman’s car was 
alongside or ahead of Ashley's and following 
Pilette towards the first’ corner. What

happened next took place so quickly that 
no one was really sure but Ashley undoubtedly 
touched the pit barrier on his right while 
his left wheels came inco contact with Redman.

Thompson's car also came to rest badly 
damaged while Magee scraped through with 
the Lola's nose section dislodged. Apart from 
the unfortunate observer the only casualties 
were Redman and Edwards who stepped from

The red flag was out as Pilette completed 
the first lap well ahead of Holland with the 
rest seriously delayed. The cars of Redman, 
Edwards and Thompson were obvious non- 
starters and will all need new tubs while 
Gethin’s Chevron had a broken hub carrier 
and oil radiator but nothing too bad. Ashley's 
Lola escaped apparently undamaged apart 
from ‘the nose section but there was. no 
spare to be had and he could not restart 
However, Magee's crew wrapped up his nose 
with sticky tape and hoped for the best

LE MANS 


Alfa Romeo set the pace

Alfa Romeo encouraged themselves handsomely at Le Mans last weekend, when both their 
flat-12 cars driven by Arturo Merzario and Rolf Stommelen lapped faster’ than the existing 
record and not incidentally beat both Matra Simca and Gulf Research doing it. The new mark 
is Merzario’s 3 m Of 144.519 around the unaltered 8.47 mile 
circuit. je Matra’ MS670B was 41 seconds slower, although the French team were at 
pains (o explain they were running a softer, “24 hour” engine rather than a" 1000 Kilometer 
Sprinter” and weren't doing anything more than tests anyway. Of the pair of Gulf Més, one 
managed a lap a mere 0.2 slower than the Matra; the other like the Matra was doing endur- 
ance testing of a soft engine, and was not fast. 

The weekend closed with a pair of two-hour races open to these cars, and in both Alfa 
proved comfortably quicker than Matra—Gulf did not enter (and both thelr engines blew 
up anyway). Stommelen won the first, unchallenged after the Matra was delayed and ulti- 
mately disqualified with starter motor trouble; the Merzario Alfa did not even leave the grid 
because of fuel pump trouble. The engine In this car was changed for the second race, and $0 
were the numbers on the bodywork, and Merzario this time went to the startline supposedly 
driving the first race winner—but all the time this remained in the paddock covered by a 
tarpaulin, for reasons which are unclear but engine trouble is suspected. Anyway, this second 
race began to develop just as the first had, the Alfa easily running out ahead, but on its third 
lap 4 driveshaft broke and thereafter Henri Pesearolo/Gerard Larrousse carried out another 
two hours of the planned 30-hour regularity run of the French Vi2 to win effortiessly from 
the steady, and remarkably quick, Ligier-Maserati of Guy Chasseull—who had also come 
second in the morning race. 

‘The Martini team brought into public for the first time two turbocharged Porsche Carreras, 
and these fearsome 478 bhp (DIN) 911s were technically the highlight of the weekend. Unfor- 
tunately, they had been only just put together and were far too new (o run without fault. Both 
finally retired wih engine failure, but while they were running they showed a very comparable 
turn of speed around the lap with the Ligier, which has a much more sophisticated chassis. 
‘The best lap of this trio in practice was done by Helmut Koinigg at 3m 55.0.5 (127.75 mph). 

Despite the rash of mechanical failures in preparation for what is supposed to be a 24-hour 
race, nearly everyone who bothered to come seemed to feel it had been worth while. At least 
the weather helped, remaining dry and pleasantly springlike for both days, so there was no 

for men to struggle with the elements while they were struggling with their machines. 
helped the organisers, too, who found a good crowd lining the entire cireuit. 


Guy Chasseuil recorded some very competitive times in the revised Ligier 


Alfa: As was the case in the other two “true 
GS teams, the pair of typo 33TTI2s were 
essentially last year's cars with developments 
in bodywork and suspension. The flat-12 
engines were allegedly—and obviously—giving 
more power, up to around 490 bhp, as they 
were tuned for 6-hour racing rather’ than 24- 
hour endurance runs. The drivers reported the 
handling to be very good too, in comers of 
all kinds, Auto Delta spent much time doing 
comparisons of various different body con 
figurations, involving alternative nose and tail 
shapes, engine air scoop arrangements, and 
even tried running a car without a rear aero: 
foil ; this gave a mere 200 revs on the straight 
and made the car too difficult in the corners. 

Both Merzario and Stommelen were con 
sistently the quickest throughout practice, 
Arturo gettting down to 3 m 33 s a early 
as 10 am on Saturday. He felt there was 
about ‘another 2s to come, and he 
fulfilled “this prediction exactly "just before 
the end of the day's practice when the sun 
was low and the air had turned cool, The 
next morning, in preparation for the first 
race, Stommelen came to 0.8 s of this, but 
Merzario’s efforts were stopped by" his 
mechanical fuel pump seizing. The mechanics 
discovered that ‘this had damaged the end 
of the camshaft from which it was driven, 
and although they tried to bodge up a drive 
for the race it didn't work and the car didn’t 
eave the grid. They set to and changed the 
engine, and the car ran the afternoon race, but 
on the third lap a halfshaft failed, The other 
car, which easily won the morning race, was 
put away under a tarpaulin for the second ; 
Some people thought the engine had sounded 
ragged, but the Italians, intent on passing the 
other car off as this one (a discovery made 
through the dogged persistence of Denis Jen: 
kinson), weren't saying. 


Gulf: There were likewise two GR7s, both 
existing chassis (numbers 604 and 602 for 
Derek Bell and Vern Schuppan respectively) 
but with the latest extensive modifications to 
bodywork and suspension, The new. aerody- 
namics appear to give greater downthrust— 
the louvres in the top of the noseplece work 
80 well the rear aerofoll has had to be moved 
back for balance—with better speed as well 
A. new Araldite-bonded single-layer | body 
‘material contributes to overall weight saving 
of some 140 Ibs over last year's version; 
Titanium bits in the suspension account for 
much of the rest of i, The rear suspension’s 
greater travel has helped give a real improve- 
ment in the transmission of power to the 
road, and both drivers were pleased with the 
handling. While Bell's car was using a full 
racing Cosworth Ford, Schuppan was carry- 
ing out an endurance test of a softer unit 
which, by changes to cams, intake trumpets 
and exhaust pipes, was restricted to just over 
400 bhp and 9000 rpm but which gave broad 
torque from as low as 4500. This latter unit 
had done 22 hours of running by the time, on 
Saturday afternoon, it began to make sus- 
picious noises and was put away, The other 
car carried on, the team trying to trace a 
severe vibration which seemed to occur only 
under conditions of high air speeds or full fuel 
loads. This kept Bell from going quickly on 
Saturday, but by Sunday it had been traced 
to a dry CV joint and then he was able to 
very nearly match the Matra's best. Just 
then, however, the engine dropped a valve 


Matra: The single car driven by four men 
over the weekend (Pescarolo, Larousse, 
Beltoise and Jarier) was’ a_‘type. 
870B, which denotes a Porsche gearbox— 
the 670C implies the same car with a Hew- 
land—of last year, with updated modifications 
Like the Alfas and Gulfs on their Firestones, 
the Matra's rear Goodyears were now of 26 
in diameter mounted on 15 in rims, rather 
than the 245 by 13s of last year; this has 
required alterations to the rear suspension, a 
higher rear body line, and also the rear brakes 
were mounted inboard. At the front the body- 
work was detachable for the first time, With 
their car some 50 kgs over the limit and

Porsche: Martini were presented with two 
machines which, while at base they were 911 
Carreras, had been modified almost to the 
point of being Funny Cars in the drag racing 
Sense. Little but the floor pan, roof, and basic 
mechanical bits like crankcase and gearbox 
Femained. All else gave us a foretaste of the 
Proposed “silhouette” formula although the

braking for Club corner: on the second 
jion the incident happened some distance 
before the corner and the car slammed into the 
marshal's post at high speed. The remaining 
four laps were run under yellow and white 
flags —although it didn’t seem to make any 
difference to a number of competitors. who 
were blatantly and dangerously ignoring the 
warning signals— while the severely injured 
driver was released from the wreckage. Rupert 
jarrie Hopwood (two of the 
) were fined €20 each for 
their overtaking manoeuvres under the warn- 
ing flags. 

In the race, Tiff Needell's Elden Mk 10C 
made a slow start from pole position, enabling 
19-year-old Rupert Keegan to install his 
hastily repaired British Air Ferries Titan. 
engined Hawke DLII into the lead—a lead 
which he was never to lose. Needell, who 
was playing his double points joker, soon 
fought back to second place and reeled in 
Keegan until the sixth lap when he. slid 
straight on at Club corner’ and dropped to 
fourth before U-turning out of the chicane 
ind back in the race. While Keegan had 75 

hand thereafter, the Royales of Geoff Lees 
and Barrie Hopwood constantly disputed 
second place with Lees waiting until the last 
lap before securing the runner’s-up position, 
after starting from the third row. 

‘The second heat also produced a start-to- 
finish leader, in the form of 20-year-old 
Richard Morgan who was never challenged 
throughout, driving his Minister-powered 1973 
Ray.

Heale swept by the BAF Hawke on the 
approach to Club corner with Morgan's Ray 
trailing Bruce-White's third-placed Dulon, 
Keegan's efforts to take over the lead were 
short-lived for he went autocrossing between 
Village and Church corners on the second la 
bouncing high into the air and losing bits of 
the Hawke's bodywork before continuing 
way through the field. This gave Mori 
clear opportunity to catch the unflustered 
Heale, but the Dulon man successfully deai 
with all of Morgan's attacks until the fifth lap 
when the Ray slipped by on the entrance to 
Club corner and thereafter he pulled away to 
a clear victory. While Heale was equally well 
ensconced in second, Tiff Needell's Elden 
picked up from sixth position to challenge

Lepp 
oon disposed of Jeremy Lord's Lola-DFV 
7280 and—with slick tyres now in evidence, 
since the track was virtually dry —Lepp 
lapped in 102mph on his way to a very 
comfortable win. Lord came under strong 
pressure from Scotsman Tony Charnell who, 
After starting from the fifth row, was lapping 
‘most impressively in his ex-Phil_ Scragg, 
Robert Sunderland 1971 Lola-FVA T212, and 
took Lord shortly after half-distance. ‘Lord 
retaliated, however, and then Charnell's en- 
gine went sick, which not only Jost him second 
Place but also third as Peter Long went by the 
ailing Lola shortly before the finish, Long 
having his first race in the ex-Twaites/Jobn- 
son Angola series-winning Chevron B23, fitted 
with a 1930ce Alan Smith FVC engine and 
B26-type wing bodywork modifications.

The fact that some of 
the Fl teams with thelr hospitality caravan 
and the fact that they insist on taking 
far more room than they really need doesn't 
help in a paddock as limited as that at 
Brands. We also had, as well as all the trade 
vehicles, F5000 vehicles, F Atlantic vehicles 
and GI saloons, to accommodate and 78 
Formula Fords and their support crews. 
Finally, race day was spent, at least by 
the paddock marshals, in dealing with vast 
Quantities of spectators, and a great number 
of people with cars, ali of whom were just 
not needed and most of whom ignored any 
attempts to keep roadways clear. The pad-

Richard Williams 
held on to fourth place with his Ihd Aston 
Martin DB4, despite the persistent attacks 
from Reg Woodcock's everlasting Triumph 
TRI which nevertheless easily picked up the 
1651 to 2700 cc class win, while Derek Allan- 
son spun his Healey 3000’ wildly at Woodcote 
and Becketts. when strongly challenged by 
‘Aubrey Brocklebank's Morgan +4, which 
inherited a lonely sixth position. | Motor- 
cyclist Robin Gray, driving Chris Lawrence's 
Morgan +4 Super Sport, was Woodcock’s 
‘main class rival before spinning at Woodcote 
on the second lap and then again at Becketts, 
The up to 1650 cc class was comfortably the 
property of Robin McElroy’s MGA once the 
Similar car of Robert McElroy cried to a halt 
at Becketts at half-distance when well in 
command.

Lucas instantly pulled away from the second 
place battle which saw James Mehew's 53 
Titre so Grifo Bizzarini—the 1964/65 Le 
Mans car—outdo Mike Salmon's Aston Martin 
Project 212 at Becketts on the second lap, but 
Salmon kept up the pressure until the fourth 
lap when the Iso was suddenly heading back- 
wards at Becketts and scraped along the pro- 
tecting wall, luckily without too much dam- 
age. That gave Salmon = comfortable second 
place and class win, ahead of Roger St. John 
Hart who was getting his ex-Coombs/Salmon 
‘Aston Martin Zagato well tweaked-up through 
Woodcote, Hart having outpaced John Car- 
den's infamous lightweight E-type. Fifth place 
provided a very hard-fought struggle between 
the Aston Martin DB4s of Richard Williams, 
Robin Hamilton and John Goate and Robin 
Rew’s Reliant Sabre 6 until Williams spun at 
Becketts on the penultimate lap and John 
Cooper's Ford GT40 caught up with the battle 
after having worked up from the back row/ 
10 s mark; the culmination of which saw 
Hamilton narrowly hold off Cooper with Goate 
and Rew equally closely separated. Despite a 
spin at Becketts, hillclimber Richard Thw 
still won the 2 litre sports car class by finish- 
Ing ninth with his very attractive Elva-BMW 
Mk 7S. Bill Nicholson's MGB and Anthony 
Hutton's ex-St. John 4.7 litre McLaren Elva 
Mk 1 retired with mechanical ailments on 
the first lap at Becketts when well placed 
the former with a dropped valve and the 
McLaren when the gearbox ceased to 
function, 

John “Plastic” Pearson only just won his 
Pontinental holiday in the mod sports car 
race. After dominating the race from the 
outset with the Racing Services, dry sump- 
engined VRM Elan, Pearson suddenly slowed 
on the last lap with the bearings run, and 

across the line. The Eypes of John 


Burbidge and Brian Mills were well spaced- 
‘out in second and third places, leaving Guy 
Beddington’s Vi2 E-type to dispute fourth 
place with John Kerswill's ex-drag racing 
TVR Tuscan; after continual place-changes, 
Kerswill ended his challenge in the Copse 
bank on the last lap, to which Beddington 
responded with a spin at Woodcote although 
the latter didn't lose a place as the only car 
to take advantage of Beddington's indiscre- 
tion, Ed Reeve's 1340 cc supercharged down- 
draught Midget, suffered a 10's penalty for a 
push start. With Kerswill's retirement, the 2 
to 3 litre section fell to the ex-Cona Coffee/ 
Rauno Aaltonen Datsun 240Z Super Samuri 
having Its first race in the hands of auto- 
crosser and rallyist Win Percy, Percy finish- 
ing ninth overall. 

“The fact that David Ham was well pleased 
with his newly built Jaguar engine, care 
of John Harper's Forward Engineering busi- 
ness, was well shown in the historic sports 
car ‘race with Ham leading from start to 
finish. The chase was initially led by Chris 
Drake, having his first race in a beautifully 
rebuilt American ListerJaguar in its original 
Cunningham colours and condition, and Peter 
van Rossem (in his recently acquired ex-John 
Harper, Costin-bodied Lister-Jaguar), before 
the latter spun off at Copse on the second

‘The Aston v Jaguar Challenge race pro- 
vided a splendid climax to the day's activities 
with Chris Drake's Lister-Jaguar swooping 
past both Mike Salmon's Aston Project 212 
and David Ham's Lister under braking for 
Woodcote on the first lap to take the lead, 
Drake soon dropped back to third however, 
while took until lap three to demote 
Salmon at Woodcote for the lead, and ther 
after Ham pulled away to his second impres 
sive win and collect the Pontin Challenge 
Trophy from Lofty England.

‘The second meeting of the 1974 racing season 
‘was run at Croft last Sunday by the BARC 
Yorkshire Centre. There was some nice ma- 
chinery about, and this made up to some 
extent for some rather sparsely-populated 
grids. The cold, windy, overcast and at times 
‘Grizzly weather did not encourage the break- 
ing of lap records, and the only person to 

into the record books was Mini Seven 
driver Reg Armstrong, who established a new 
record for the class of 70.31 mph, In 1m 
29.6 s. The Mini Seven race which opened the 
Proceedings was in fact won by Hugo Hoyle, 
‘Armstrong being second. The main event of 
the meeting was the opening round of the

(orsche Carrera RSR), Jon Fletcher (Lotus

‘Only 12 cars came Co the line for che Mini

‘and perhaps the most unlucky of the non- 
starters was Graham Wenham, whose Mick- 
tuned Mini blew up on the warming-up lap. 
Alan Corbishley planted his Team Castrol 
machine on pole position, accompanied on the 
from row by Hugo Hoyle and Jim Mancey. 
However, when the flag dropped it was 
Hoyle's Oselli Mint which was the first to 
show, as Corbishley was left on the line, Next 
up was Chris Maries, followed by Robin Wil- 
Hams, who had demoted Reg Armstrong from 
third place. As the field started to thin out 
abit Willlams started to slow, letting Arm- 
Strong back into third place, and at the end 
of his third lap Williams pulled in to retire, 
leaving an ominous trail of oll. Meanwhile 
Hoyle and Armstrong, who took second from 
Maries, were streaming away, with Jim Man- 
cey and Andrew Higton dicing for fourth 
place. Armstrong took the lead at Oxo on lap 
but as the two leaders passed the pits 
they were side by side and Hoyle regained 
the premier position a they went through 
‘Tower Bend. Mancey and Higton were still 
hard at it further back and Higton got his

‘The eight lap Formula Ford race was a real 
cracker, with Kelvin Hesketh just taking the 
honours from Pete Clark. These two were on 
the front row of the grid, accompanied by 
Barry Warburton. The latter's engine was pro- 
tested at the last Croft Meeting by Alo Law- 
Jer, and on examination the valve springs, al 
though standard Ford parts, were found 
fractions of an inch too long. These have 
been replaced, and Warburton was over 1 5 
a lap quicker than last time, so he was rather 
happy! Kelvin Hesketh (Merlyn Mk 24 Row- 
land) was the initial leader, closely followed 
by Pete Clark (Crosslé 25F Rowland), who 
was immediately challenging for the lead. He 
eventually took it on lap four as Jose Ferreira 
da Silva pitted his Elden Mk 8 Scholar and 
then rejoined. John Simpson indulged in a 
quick spin at the chicane with his Nike-AVJ 
Mk 10, but was able to carry on. For the next 
few laps the leaders maintained the same 
positions, although Hesketh was climbing all 
ver the back of Clark's car in trying for the 
lead. He eventually succeeded on the lap that

The 
torque Is increased. by "18" per’ cent and, 
inchdentally, the maximum power is. up by 
Sper cent. There are. two big twinchoke 
Zenith downdraught carburetters and, in other 
Ferpects, ‘the engine follows. normal BMW 
practice, with ‘seven main bearings and

The 3.3L 
is obviously intended to appeal as a driver's 
car and is far from being merely a chauffeur 
@riven limousine. With a 128 mph maximum 
and a very impressive 0-60 mph in 6.0 s. the 
new BMW is a prestige car for heads of state 
who secretly feel that they still have Formula | 
potential! 

The 2002 Turbo is a somewhat different 
car. Here we have the well-known  2-litre 
4-cylinder engine, which develops 100 bhp 
with a twin-choke carburetter, 120 bhp with 
two twin-choke Instruments, or 130 bhp or 
fuel injection. By allowing the normally wasted 
power of the exhaust gases to drive a turbine, 
which spins a centrifugal blower, the induction 
manifold Is boosted at a pressure of 7.8 Ib 
per square inch.

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valve is set to limit the top-end performance. 
Nevertheless, the car is capable of 132 mph 
with 2 0-60 mph acceleration figure of 6.8 s. 

The rest of the car follows normal 2002 
practice, though one gathers that some 
Strengthening has taken place at a few 
strategic points. The fuel’ tank has been 
Increased in size and there is an air dam low 
down on the nose, for greater stability at high 
speeds. A pressure gauge on the instrument 
panel ‘shows when the depression in the 
induction manifold is replaced by positive 
pressure. 

This Is a most exhilarating car to drive. 
When cruising at light throttle openings, there 
is no boost and the car behaves like any 
normal saloon, With the throttle wide open, 
some benefit can be felt above 3000 rpm but 
at 3500 rpm the turbocharger Is on full boos! 
All the way up to 6500 rpm, the manifold 
remains on maximum permitted pressure, the 
safety valve preventing a destructively high 
boost from being developed. Unlike the old 
supercharged racing cars, the valve Is not 
noisy and the whine of the blower is not at 
all loud. 

As the point of full boost Is reached, the 
acceleration suddenly becomes almost 
unbelievably fierce. If the car is driven really 
hard, using the gears to the full, the com- 
presser is kept spinning and there is no notice- 
able delay on the throttle, If the engine Is 
allowed to idle, or to run at low revs on a 
high gear, there is a slight delay while speed 
builds up before the shattering performance 
‘again becomes available. There's not much 
need to look at the gauge, however, for that 
tremendous kick in the back shows that maxi- 
mum boost has arrived. 

The 2002 Turbo Is a fully equipped touring 
car. Flared wheel arches cover the wide tyre: 
the exhaust emission on full power Is 
phenomenally low, and the fuel consumption 
is very moderate in spite of the great perform: 
ance. Turbocharging is used for diesel engines, 
because it turns the waste energy of the 
exhaust into power. It is certain to be applied 
Increasingly to cars and this BMW shows that 
the system has tremendous possibilities, which 
we cannot afford to ignore. This a ‘car of

Many people feel the quiz to be a very 
good thing, but like a lot of good things, it 
tends to be taken for granted. Let us hope 
that something happens soon to help Castrol 
feel that it’s all worth while!
